Among the 
killed is Captain W. M. Jacobs, who belonged to the militia of the notorions 
Governor Boggs, which took a murderous part against the Saints. In the same 
list is the name of Marion Ball, son of James Ball, a blacksmith, who used to 
boast that-he put the irous upon the Prophet Joseph Smith and others. Among 
the injured is J. B. Hines, son of one of the perpretators of the horrible massa- 
re of Haun’s Mill. John Ballard and wife are also among the injured. 
Ballard used to boast that he also had a hand in the same cold blooded, 


murderous affair. Besides, we notice that David Whitmer, who was prominently 


connected with the Church in its carly rise, and one of three leading witnesses 
of the Book of Mormen, was seriously injured. In the list of damage to 
property we observe that the estate of Jacob Whitmer, deceased, was injured 
to the extent of $1,250. The house and furniture of David Whitmer was 
destroyed, involving a loss of 31 500, and Whitmer & Co’s livery stable was 
damaged to the amount of $1.500.

much more that could be cited from 
the Book they claim as their only creed, 
shows that they have on this point 
adopted an anti-Christian and anti- 
Scriptual doctrine. 

e do not deny that many passages 
from the Old and New Testaments can 
be quoted, which, with a little bending 
towards an idea already accepted, can 
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be made to appear in support of this 
Sadduceean dogma. And this brings 
us to the main point which we desire 
to present in this connection. That is, 
that the Bible alone is not a sofficient 
guide to a correct understanding of the 
things of God. And herein is seen the 
necessity and benefits of the revelations 
of the Almighty through the Prophet 
Joseph, in which the points of doctrine 
which have been in dispute for ages 
are settled and made plain, through 
the light that has been communicated 
from the Centre of Knowledge and the 
Manifestor of Truth. 

Without the living oracles, the au. 
thorized exponents of revealed doc- 
trines, mankind are ever likely to go 
astray and to substitute their own 
notions and vagaries for the principles 
of eternal life and the laws and teach- 
ings of the Eternal Father. 

Books are insufficient, because of 
the varieties of mind that exist and 
because the dead word cannot explain 
itself, and because of the mutations of 
language in centuries of time and 
through various translations and modi- 
fications. The living word of God, 
spoken by autherized agents, can alone 
give to mankind the doctrines of salva- 
tion, unadulterated and unclouded by 
human folly. And without the Spirit 
of Truth, by which the Scriptures 
handed down to modern times were 
written in past ages, the people of the 
nineteenth century will be 
learning and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth.” And sects 
will multiply, and self. constituted 
ministers will contend over simple 
tenets, while darkness remains upon 
their minds and gross darkness envel- 
opes the people. The Latter - day 
Saints have reason for ever increasing 
gratitude for the knowledge of divine 
truth, which has given them a correct 
understanding of principles about 
which thousands are in conflict and 
over which the learned and wise are 
sorely puzzled and perplexed. — Deseret

SO CALLED AMERICANISM.

Notion, in the sense of the small, 
trifling wares, is probably the word 
which, of all Americanisms, is regarded 
as the most absolutely American bath 
in origin and in usage. ‘‘ Yankee 
notions ” is a phrase known the world 
over. But so grave and didactic a poet 
as Young, than whom none could be 
less American, used it nearly a hundred 
and fifty years ago exactly in the sense 
in which it is now used in New. 
England :— 


And other words send odours, sauce, and 


song, 

And eg and notions framed in foreign 
looms. 

(Night Thoughts. Night IT.) 


Guess, in the sense of believe, sup- 
pose, think, which is regarded almost 
as the Yankee shibboleth, is used ex- 


actly in that sense by Wycliffe, by one 


of his followers (name unknown), by 
Chaucer, by Bishop Jewell, in an old 
north of England or Lowland Scotch 
ballad, in the Mirror for Magistrates 
1587), by Bishop (1599), by Jobn 
cke twice, and by one of the person- 
ages in Anthony Trollope's Orly Farm. 
Doubtless many other examples from 
standard English anthors might be pro 
duced,. and I am sure that I have 
memorandums of others, but they are 
not at hand.. These are, however, 
quite enough toshow that this so called 
Americanism is not American in any 
proper sense of the word. bs | 
Fall for autumn, which bas been re 
garded almost as absolutely American 
as. guess and notion, is used by Dr. 
Cains (1552), by Vaughan (1624), by | 


Gilbert White repeatedly in bis Natu- 
ral History of Selborne (1771, 1775), 
and by Froude in his History of Eng- 
land (vol. vi., chap. 21). With what 
semblance of propriety is a word which 
was in use in England at least two ge- 
nerations before the sailing of the 
May flower, and which has continued 
in use there until now? And our very 
Indian summer,” which so many of 
us regard as peculiar to our country, 
is known in Europe, and is mentioned 
under various names from the time of 
the Greek poets to the present day. 
Admire (as, ladmire tosee, I admire 
that, &c.) bas long been set down 
amony Americanisms of the most em- 
phatic sort; and not only so, but is. 
regarded by ourselves as being mere 
Americanism—a Bostonism. I should 
not hesitate to say even in Beacon- 
street or on Boston-common that I 
cannot regard it as an altogether lovely 
phrase; but it used by Chapman in 
his translation of Homer, in the Comi- 
cal History of Francion (1655) by 
Charles James Fox in the fragment of 
his History of England, in Ashley's 
Cyclopsedia (1811), and by many other 
old English writers of high standing. 
Baggage, meaning the impediments. — 
of a traveller, which is frequently 
scoffed by British writers asan Ameri- 
canism, and is so set down by Mr. 
Bartlett, is used by Fielding, by Sterne, 
by Walter Scott, by Thomas Hughes 
in Tom Brown,” and by many other 
British writers of recognised position. 
Blackberry, asto which Mr. Bartlett 
says that ‘‘this terms is universally used 


\ 
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in the United States for the English 
Brambleberry, has been used in Eng- 
land just as we see it for nearly a thou- 
sand years—from the earliest Anglo- 
Saxon times to the present, both by 
the people at large and by writers of 
the best repute. Indeed, blackberry 
is the exception during all that period. 

Blow, meaning to boast, to brag, to 
talk big and bluff, as a noun meaning 
a bold prominence, and as a verb mean- 
ing to bluster, to attempt to put down 
an opponent by big pretension are 
known to English literature from its 
earliest days down to the present. 

Bug, for beetle, is another test 
Americanism, according to the average 
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British criticand bookwriting traveller. 
And yet it wasso used in England more 
than centures ago, and has continued 
in use there both in literature and in 
folk-speech. Mr. Jennings, in his 
lately published book of Walke 
through Field paths and Green Lanes,” 
mentions having heard it so used in the 
south of Englana. 

Catamount, which we ourselves 
regard as not only American but pe- 
culiarly Western, has the support of at 
least two centuries: of Er glisb usage ; 
and crevasse, which we look upon asa 
South western Americanism, is used 
by Chancer.— Atlantie monthly.

London show that only about 18 on the 


average out of every 100 children born 
and registered, receive baptism at the 
hands of the parish priests. In the 
east end of the British metropolis the 
average of baptism is only 14 to every 
100 births. 

Various causes have led to this great 
change in the sentiments of the people. 


The growing spirit of infidelity leads 


many to neglect or scoff at 
the rites of the churches, and the 
anathemas of the clergy have little 
effect where, a quarter of a century 
since, they were regarded with terror. 


Among other influences, the preach- 


ing of the Elders of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latterday Saints has 
aceomplished much towards the correc- 
tion of the popular mind in relation to 
this and other ecclesiastical fallacies. 
Their voices have been heard in nearly 
every town and village in England, ex- 
plaining the true form of baptism, its 
objects and effects. In the open streets 
of the commercial capital of the world, 
as well as in chapels, lecture halls and 
assembly rooms, they have proven from 
the Bible that infant baptism is an in- 
vention of men, unauthorized of God 
and foreign to the spirit and letter of 
the everlasting gospel. And while 
some have turned from the errors of 
the churches established by law or 
growing up from the notions and opi- 
nions of uninspired dissenters, and 
have embraced the old gospel revealed 
anew in these latter times, a great 
many more who have not had the cou- 
rage to face the obliquy which such a 
step would bring upon them, have be- 
come convinced of the fallacy of man 
made schemers of religion and have re- 
nounced allegiance te their systems, 
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and now decline to receive their ordi- 
nances, either for themselves or their 
offspring. 

Infant baptism, with its system of 
sponsers, even when performed in 
sincerity, which is rare, is so plai 
in oppositionto the teachings of Christ 
and His ancient Apostles that it is an 
easy matter to refute any arguments. 
which its supporters may advance, 
Faith and repentance are its essential 
antecedents; infants are incapable of 
exercising faith and have no need of 
repentance. Baptism is for the re- 
mission of sins ;” infants have no sins. 
to be remitted. Baptism means im- 
mersion, and sprinkling is therefore 
not baptism. t is in the likeneus of 
death and burial and in the similitude 
of birth, denoting death to sin and 
being born to righteousness; and. 
sprinkling symbolizes neither. 

In order to be valid it must be ad- 
ministered to a repentant believer in 
Christ, by one who can authoritatively 
nse the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,” which 
none can do unless divinely authorized 
and none of the modern churches have 
the shadow of aclaim to this authority 
as theyall deny the doctrine of modern 
revelation. 

All this has been fully set forth, 
and has had its effect on public 
thought, resulting in the rejection of 
much error, if net the full aoceptation 
of the essential truth. This is a step 
in the right direction, aud is prepara- 
tory to the movement which will one 
day be inaugurated, when the various 
influences which the Almighty is bring- 
ing to bear upon the inhabitants of 
the earth, will cause them to flock 
thousands into the Church which He 
has set up, and gather to the standard 
which He has raised for all nations. 
So may it be.—Deseret News.

ous plain, whose every field He had 
traversed with His apostles, perform - 


Levitical ceremonial, better than the- 
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light and life which had been offered 
them by the Son of God. They were 
feeding on ashes; a deceived heart 
pad turned them aside. On many a 
great city of antiquity, on Nineveh 
and'Babylon, on Tyre and Sidon, on 
Sodom and Gomorrah, had fallen 
the wrath of God; yet even Nineveh 
and Babylon would have humbied 
their gorgeous idolatries, even Tyre 
and Sidon have turned from their 
greedy vanities, yea, even Sodom and 
Gomorrah would have repented from 
their filthy lusts, had they seen the 
mighty works which had been done in 
these little cities and villages of the 
Galilean sea.

“LOVERS OF TRUTH.”

SPEAKING of the late Conference held at Brunswick Hall, Sheffield, the 
Christian Globe says, ‘‘it is not in the least degree surprising tbat there was 
such a bad attendance, considering that the age is in its dotage, and doesn't 
want any more Elders.” It further says, ‘‘ No wonder, therefore, that in 
answer to the invitation which besonght all ‘ lovers of — truth' to attend, the 
said lovers did not respond.“ 

There is one thing sure, it was not the fault of the Latter-day Saints if the 
attendance was poor, nor is it their fault if tbe “ lovers of truth” are few and 
far between. If we are to judge by churches in general, the masses of tie 
population are not in their favor either, ‘and of those who do attend, it is not 
unlikely that those who go for pure love of the truth are much short of the 
majority. It is fashionable to go to church, to be identified with a sect; to 
pay a minister for his praying and preaching and thinking(?) is what many 
men do, but these ministers must preach and pray according to creeds and 
confessions of faith, according to sect and standard commentary; many very 
old truths are now despised, aud if a real new one were introduced as truths 
were anciently introduced, the minister so presuming would incontinently be 
unsalaried and unfrocked.” | 

Ministers and people will pervert and even repudiate truths which are 
fandamental as established by their own standard—even the word of God; 
they will stickle for questions pertaining to tbe rubric, for some musty articles 
of faith, for some speculative view of abstruse doctrine that glorifies no life, 
they will prate of Jesus, sing of him, bow the head in reverence at the mention 
of his name, but let a man or men come preaching the same dectrine, practicing 
the same ordinances, humbly craving the same spirit, seeking for the same 
illustrations of its power, and they will be branded as impostors, their names 
will be cast out as evil, and clerical professionals will denounce them as did 
lately the Rev. Dr. Autliff, who said he was sorry to say that in this country 
the Mormons were not extinct.” Lovers of truth” indeed, seek them not 
among those whose interests are in every other enen save that of being 
her votaries or friends ! 

The world has never been in love with the truth, priestcraft never has been 
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in love with the truth, teachers who make merchandize” of men have never 

been in love with the truth, and Christianity to-day is but little better than 
was Demetrius the silversmith, who foand his craft in danger by the preaching 
of Paul. Do you now know of any church, of any congregation, of any mini- 
ater who would, if Jesus was walking the streets of Christendom, invite him 
to occupy his pulpit or minister t) his people? Would the fishermen of 
Galilee, those ‘‘ rough ashlars” of the Gospel times, have any more chance 
than Jesus? Nay, have not most sold their liberty to receive any messenger 
of the living God, who might bring with him any revelation of faith or practice 
not covered by their trust deeds,” and mentioned iu their organic acts? 

If yon would get a congregation in this degenerate age, call the wealthy, call 
the respectable, call the sectarian, cail the partizan, call the worshipper of 
dead men’s names, or of living lights in the several churches; but do not call 
for lovers of truth,” they will not come, the age is supposed to be in its 
dotage,” at least so says the Christian Globe, and it should know, it enjoysa 
large circulation, it is found in many a family, it is recognized in the religious 
world, it is blest with financial ability, it knows how to gather advertisements, 
how to get up lotteries, how to suit the popular taste, and it never misses a 
fling at the Mormons” if it gets but the ghost” of a chance; it insinuates, 
prevaricates, garbles and misrepresents, seeking the applause of the prejudiced, — 
the ignorant, and the religious. ()) 

Yet after all the meeting in question was well attended by those professing © 
to be Saints, and there was also quite a few of strangers, and there was a good 
spirit there, a truthful spirit, a spirit that feared not man, but one that feared 
the living God, that stood up for Jesus Christ, that paid deference tu Holy 
Writ ; they were lovers of the truth, men who have made sacrifice for it, (if 
such an expression can be used,) men who have forsaken fatherland, wives, 
children, home and business, and in their missionary labors have sustained 
themselves; men who have love for their fellows, and have never been so loud- 
mouthed as have the proprietors of the Christian Globe in seeking for patron- 
age because it will pay.” When the paragraphist says that scarcely any 
one were present save Elders Bridge (Budge), Nisbitt (Naisbitt), Smith, 
Twelves and others, who addressed the meeting, he simply did not tell, 
neither was he a lover of the truth, yet had it not been for such libellers 
and perverters, we may reasonably hope there would have been many more, 
‘for even the honest may sometimes be misdirected by those who hold the 
power and something of the disposition to do so; probably alittle well-directed 
patronage might work wonders with tbe Globe, as flattering notices of not 
improbably questionable things sully its pages from time to time. 

If the Globe is disposed to do justice, let it open its columns for a series of

Elder A. Smith said that as far 
as his experience went he found all 
Conferences much the same, some of 
the Saints doing right and others 
wrong, considerable room for improve- 
ment, and reminded the Saints it was 
the duty of thé strong for to help the 
weak, and try to win those back who 
might be slothful in their obligations 


and duties. 


Elder W. J. Beatie said that in 
ancient times obedience to certain 
commandments brought certain bless- 
ings.

Prest. Budge said that the people 
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calling themselves Latter-day Saints 
were not satisfied by a mere phantom: 
called by the name of religion, but. 
were persons who must have a real 
tangible religion, and a religion which 
by the blessing of God they were ena- 
bled to comprehend. He did not know 
of a better method of proving the 
truthfulness of the doctrines of the 
Saints than by comparison with the 
Holy Scriptures as they are an acknow- 
ledged authority by mostcongregations, 
and said that when truth was taught 
that truth ought to be accepted by 
those hearing the same, whether taught 
by a Latter-day Saint or any other 
person. When the Savior was upon 
the earth he was persecuted, and his 
doctrines met with every opposition it 
was possible for wicked men to devise; 
yet it was truth that he taught, As it 
was then so it isnow. The Latter-day 
Saints are persecuted, and all manner 
of evil spoken of them falsely, and yet 
they teach nothing only the truth ; 
what did it matter if a man was called 
a Latter-day Saint or what he was 
called so long as he knew he was fol- 
lowing the path that led to eternal life 
and glory? The Apostles on the day 
of Pentecost called on the people to 
repent and be baptized, and this was 


after they were convinced that Jesus 


was the Son of God ; but says one, Is 
it not sufficient to believe on Christ? 
he would answer them by saying, If a 
man was a believer in Mahomet, he 
would believe in the teachings of Ma- 
homet and practise the same ; in like 
manner a man that did believe on 
Jesus Christ would believe his teach- 
ings, and would comprehend that: 
except a man is born of water and of 
the Spirit he can in no wise enter the 
kingdom of heaven.” All true believers. 
on Christ would practise the teachings 
of Christ and his Apostles, and would 
repent and be baptized for the remis- 
sion of their sins. If we look around 
us we find the religions of the present 
day are seperate from political, financial 
and other truths, but the Gospel of the 
Latter-day Saints embraces ali truth, 
it is a religion that grasps all interests 
and embraces every true and honest. 
principle. 

Elder C. W. Nibley said that the 
Kinzdom of Ged is built on revelation 
as Jesus had said it should be when 
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Speaking to Peter, and without revela 
tion the Kingdom of God could not 
live ; this is what the various religions 
-of the present day lack, they are not 
the power of God unto salvation, and 
this is the reason why so many people 
Jose faith in religion. He said that 
before the different denominations sent 
their missionaries among the American 
Indians, they believed in a God, in the 
Great Spirit, the Unknown God, but 
through the fanatical teachings of these 
men many now had lost faith as to 
there being a Gud ; these men tell the 
heathen that they believe the Bible, 
and that the religion they offer is taken 
from and in accordance with that Book, 
but when these heathen read they 


found that baptism is taught therein, 


and asking for that ordinance they are 
told that it is a non-essential; yet 
-Jesus was baptized and he said that he 
did nothing save what he had seen his 
Father do, and when baptized further 
said that he did so that be might fulfil 
all righteousness, baptism then was 
righteous, and was as binding on the 
people of the present age; Peter 
preaching on the day of Pentecost said 
that the Gospel he preached was to 
those ‘‘afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God should call.” He re- 
ere the gospels of the present day 
cause they were inconsistent, without 
power, having changed the ordinances 
and broken the everlasting covenants.
